21(a)/IV), ( ii) Asafoetida (S. No. 31/VI, (iii) Cumin Seeds and ( iv) 
Medicinal herbs from Afghanistan, 

No. 82-ITC(PN)/63.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce and In¬ 
dustry Public'Notices Nos, 47-ITC(PN)/63 dated 18th May 1963 and 54-ITC(PN)/63 
dated the 4th June 1963 regarding regulation of imports of dry fruits etc. from 
Afghanistan according to the Agreement for 1962-63. 

2. It has been decided that for clearance of intransit goods, import of dry fruitB 
etc. from Afghanistan via . Iranian ports against permits issued in terms of Public 
Notices Nos. 122-ITC(PN)/62, dated 19th September and 143-ITC(PN)/62, dated 
18th October 1962 can be effected by steamers as well provided the import contracts 
were made with Afghan exporters on or before the 20th May 1963 in terms of the 
Public Notice dated 18th May 1963 referred to above. Such imports will be 
allowed on c.i.f. basis and subject to the condition that the importers will pay for 
the total c.i.f. value of the goods imported by exporting goods to Afghanistan. 
Payment of freight in rupees at Bombay will not be allowed. 

3. This concession of import by steamship will remain valid for shipments 
effected upto 31st July 1963.
